At that 
time she received a terrible shock, from 
which she never wholly recovered. The 
manifestation of the disease was a perma- 
nent oscillation of her head. Youthlul, 
gay, and fond of dancing, as was Nicholas 
also after his accession to the throne, 
the Empress had recourse to strong tonics 
to keep her nerves in equipoise. This treat- 
ment, continued for years, increased the 
evil, so that it finally broke out in 1839 in a 
terrible malady, which but for great skill of 
her physician.", would have resulted in 
death. From 1840, the Empress was never 
well, and the terrible trials of the death of 
her daughter, and above all the death of 
Nicholas, taxed the strength of her constitu- 
tion to the utmost. Her whole life, by the 
side of the mighty and tempestuous lord of 
Russia, was an existence of pure love and 
devotion to her sacred duties as wife and 
mother. She never meddled with questions 
of State. The o:.ly influence she exercised 
over Nicholas was to soften and calm the 
excesses of his irascibility and passion, and 
as woman and wife she showed the most 
generous forbearance toward his weaknesses. 
She was devoted and unchangeable in her 
friendship, benevolent, not from show but 
from the heart, and never abandoned those 
to whom she had once extended her hand.

Suppression- of Convents— The General 
Commissioners of Peidmont, at Perugia, is 
about to promulgate the Sardinian law on 
convent.". That law commands the sup- 
pression of all such establishments as are of 
no utility, and only retains those in which 
public instruction is given or in which the 
sick are tended. It is generally supposed 
that though convents were formerly wealthy 
they are no longer so; but that supposition 
is not true as regards the Papal States. Thus 
i ) Umbria, the religious corporations possess 
two-fifths of the territory, and though the 
population is only 400,000, there are 300 
religious houses, with 8,000 monks and nuns. 
In the delegation of superfectures of Peru- 
gin, in which there are 234,000 inhabitants, 
the number of monks is not less than 2,53L': 
in that of Spoleto, with a population of 130,- 
000, Ih-ere are 1,521, and in other districts 
the proportion is about the same. In the 
little town of Montecascone, in Viterbn, 
there are not only about 100 monks to a 
population of 3,000, but they occupy two 
monasteries, enjoy rich prebends, are capons 
of the cathgilfi^h'e eliaritable establishments 
Me'&Vesinstic'al college, &c.

(inr settlers with modern notions of agricul- 
ture. With gotwl land, at a low pri'je, near 
a, good market, there should be tio cause to 
keep up such a continual howl as has been 
beam during the past two years, about high 
prices. The price proposed is.lowel than ia 
the United States, by twenty-live cents an 
acre. Consequently comparison on thescore 
ol cheap hinds with the Republic, is at an 
end, or if made, is in our favor. Moteover, 
the lands in the districts between Nan a i mo 
and Stroke are good ; their proximity to Vic- 
toria must render them very valuable within 
n fow years. The policy, therefore, ol keep- 
ing speculators out of the land market, is a 
good one: and cannot but be beneficial to 
the actual settler.

about one o'clock on Wednesday morning last she 
heard the noise cf a horse outside the door, ami 
two men talking Soon after a man came in and 
asked for matches ; he stood in the dark, and the 
■voice was not that of Millington. He then went 
way, and at two o'clock she heard the tread of a 
horse outside again j and soon after a noise as if 
some one was trying to enter the stable; while and 
he was apparently doing 10, heard the voice of 
Millington saying : " Ret off that horse." A scuf- 
fle seemed to ensue, and a strangers TOiee said, 
n I got this horse from Parker." Millington then 
ran into the house and got his revolver, exclaim. 
W » I'll be d-d if I'll be robbed in this way-.' 
Hi went out as noon as he said that, and Mrs Vine 
K l" she immediately heard the report cf a pistol 
and a man's voice hallooing "murder!" three 
Hmes Millington then returned to the house, and 

amc in to the room where he was His counte- 
nance looked ghastly and covered with dirt and 
was Woody; he used some dreadful oaths, and 
win loaded his revolver. After he went to sleep 
Mrs V? went out and saw a horse tied near the 
kitchen door, with the saddle reversed. 1 he man 
that keens Parker's horses, it seems.was away.and 
had left Mil ingtou in charge of them till Ins return. 
About 11 .'clock in the day, Millington got up 
and she heard him tell several parties that he had 
shot at a man, and that he expected to be arrested 
"very mon en . About half-past two o'clock, P.K., 
Mrs V say, she went to the rear of the house, 
and found the body of a dead man, lying between 
MO ogs She sent for Millington and -aid, ' you 
have killed that man ; what shall we do ? 11 
reDlied coolly, " that he could not help it | and 
asted what he should do ? She told nun to use 
h s own judgment, and he shortly afterwards went 
away, saving he would give himself up at Victoria. 
Several Other witnesses were jammed, but no- 
thing further elicited. The jury returned a vcr- 
diet ''that the deceased, Kobert Coombs came o 
h s death bV a ball lircd from n pistol in the hands 
o Wlliam Millington. and we do farther sa, that 
said William Millington did feloniously kill and 
Slav the deceased, ltotiert Coombs. 

Xon the rendition of the verdict. Coroner Dick- 
son Issued a warrant for the committal of Milling- 
ton, to stand UiS trial at the next court of assiriS. 
The witnesses were bound over in the sum ol £40 
lo appear and give evidence at the trial. 

During the morning, Sergeant Blake, of the 
noliec force, visited Millington's house, and .found 
the pistol with which the deed was done in the 
possession of Mrs. Millington. The cup found 
index ,hc deceased, was identified by one of the 
witnesses as belonging to the accused.
